OHUBOH LITEEATD1E,

A church wíthout a literature is like a 
bird with clipped wings, or a boat with 
insufficíent saíls. It may gel along after 
a fashion, but it is not likely to impress 
the mind, or commànd the respect, or 
raaterially niodífy the conti i tions of the' 
world. Its influence upon society in gen- 
eral would hardly be appreciable. This 
present generation which very quickly, 
and for the most part justly, estimatcs the 
worth and weight of every candidate for 
the públic ear and the públic con fi d en ce, 
would set it down among the minor forces, 
and label it "Indifferent." 

Why ? Because a rnessage to the world 
as important as that which the church is 
supposcd to carry should be set down in 
fit, strong, well considered form, and 
thereby be far removed from the inaccu- 
racies and fluctua tions of tradítional and 
oral sta tement. 

It is this very principle which has given 
us the written Scriptures. The Gospels 
of the fo'ur Evangelists, and l'aul's im- 
mortal letters were the tracts of the prim- 


itive church. When the Elders and 
Presbyters of Ephesus, or Corinth, or 
Roroe were asked by some learned inquir- 
er for the authoritative statements of Iheir 
doctrine, they were not at a loss for an 
answer. 

It is true that we have the same oracles, 
and that they are still supremeand incom- 
parable, but the very different statements 
of doctrine deduced from them, and the 
not infreqüent perversion of doctrine lay- 
ing claim to their authority, render itnec- 
essary for the church to put in concrete 
and convenient form its understanding of 
the truth, not only that the earnest inquir- 
er may be informed, but that the indiffer- 
ent or the misled may be transformed in- 
to inquirers. 

This is not a plea for a creed, for it is 
utterly impossible to compress the great 
ocean of truth into a little thimble motild 
of a human creed. but it is a plea for 
finger boards which shall point the way- 
farer to that same great ocean of truth, 
instead of the stagnant pond of tradition- 
al error. Amid the muttitude of contra- 
dictory finger boards the traveler is be- 
wüdered. Many will go vvrong, but some 
will go right, and the honest finger board 
is justified thereby. 

An intel•ligent, honest, earnest inquirer 
will listen to your most eloqüent ex pòmul 
er for hours, and then ask you for the lit- 
eratnre of your church, particularly its 
doctrinal literature. The reason is plain. 
He judgcs that if you have a doctrine 
worth a man's while to listen to, you have 
long since put it in permanent form. He 
judges further that if you really believe 
that you have a God's rnessage, you will 
spare no effort or expense to bring it to 
the cars of the lost multitudes. He will 
justly reason that you will avail of all the 
engínes of modern scíence and invention 
that in this substituted form your heralds 
may be sent to the ends of the earth, and 
their rnessage ílung upon every breeze, 
that it may whisper into every ear. 

When therefore you make the hackney- 
cd reply to this intellígent inquirer that 
the líible is your literature, and that you 
have no other, his ínterest immcdhtely 
vanishes, and he goes hisway. All fornís 
and all perversions of so-called christian 
faith claim the líible for their foundalion 
and therefore that is no longer an intellí- 
gent answer. As it has been transformed 
into a cloak of hypocrisy to hide theolog- 
ícal frauds, the stranger may suspect that 
your case is not. an exception. He may 
even go so far as to say to himself that 
since you felt the necessíty of informing 
him that the Híble was your creed, the 
necessity actually existed in the absence 
of any living evidence thereof. 


On the contrary if you put into his 
liands your own doctrinal and theological 
literature, his Ínterest will be fully sustain- 
ed, and he will investigate your claims as 
fully and as far as his estimate of their 
weight will lead him. The character of 
that literature will quickly decide him. If 
it is weak, superficial, hurried, cheap, in- 
aceurate in its statement of facts ; if it 
lacks dignity, thoronghness and force, it 
may satisfy the superficial mind, but it 
will not impress your intel•ligent inquirer. 

A strong, thorough, exhaustive aodeon- 
vincing church literature cannotbe had to 
order. It is a growth, frequently of íev- 
eral generations. First it mustbefound- 
ed upon a system of doctrine which in its 
last analysis, and before the bar of a train- 
ed and logical judgment, is capable of a 
respectable if not a tritimphaht defense. 
The most magnificent temple built upon 
the sand will fall, while a less pretentiotts 
structure founded upon a rock will stand. 
Be sure of the fonndation ; and be sure al- 
so that, whether justly or not, the world 
will guess that if you have not built up a 
respectable superstructure of apologètic 
and expository literature, the inference is 
that you have no adequate fonndation up- 
on which to build. Excuses may be al- 
lowed for lack of time, but lack of matter 
or lack of truth can hardly expect much 
indulgence at the hands of honest criti- 
cism. 

In this particular an error in reference 
to a single point of doctrine, or a single 
itein of practice will seriously discreilit 
the whole system. If oneof your claims, 
even though it be relatively of minor im- 
portance, fail of a full weight of authori- 
ty, fail to pass the scrutiny of the severest 
lògic, it weakens all your other claims in 
the mind of the investigator. He will 
reason that if you are palpably wrong in 
one particular, you may be morè or less 
wrong in others. Your statements. lose 
their authority, your deductions their 
weight, and your opinions their influence. 

It is not difficult to recali systems of 
doctrine embodying distínctíve articles of 
a most helpful, sound, biblical and catho- 
lic character, which, however, have been 
seriously crippled and rendered compara 
tively ineffectuat and uniníluential by some 
índefensible tenet, like the fiy in the pot 
of ointment. Men lookdown into the pot 
and do not see the aromàtic ointment at 
all. They see only the fly. So it is that 
however strong, consistent, logical and 
beatitiful the morè important propositíons 
of our theological system may be, one 
weak link in the chain of doctrine, dama- 
ges it irretrievably. 

We want a statement of doctrine or a 
system of theology which will attract 
strong nien. They are much morè diffi-
